The fielo 
and the area around it are Quite flat, only the town itself forming a serious 
obstacle, although there are several small dairy farms with trees around the 
field.

rains does it present any difficulties for large plr.nos, The concrete runway runs 
northeast end southwest, >,200 m long 2o m broad . 

The hangars and special buildings are on the northeast and northwest of the 
n.id, connected with the. runway by a concrete apron. The field is equipped for 
night ond blind flying. There is also a weather and radio station.
